THE FATAL ASSAULT aT YAUMATL 


‘Tha four gardenora charged ‘with assult- 
ing and causing the death of n man at Ho- 
Man-tin on the 17th inat, wore brought ba- 
fore Mr W. C. B. Hastings at the Magi- 
atracy this afternoon. ¥ 

They pleaded not guilty, Mr H. J. 
Hohnes appeared for one of the men. 

Wong Fuk, coalie, Chinese Sam-shui-po, 
stated—On I7th inst, at about 10,16 a.m. 
T and the deceased went to collect some 
herbs. We came upon a village in English 
territory with a few plantations on it. ‘They 
wero not enclosed. ‘The deceased ac- 
eidentally stepped upon some growitig 
vegetables, The first defendant was there 
at the time. 1 heard the deceased say * Ex- 
tuse mo! to the first defondant who hid 
scolded him in Hakka. Deceased; spoke 
in Ponti, The fret defendant ran after 
the deceased and beat him, catching him 
by the queue and beatiig him several 
timea ‘on the breast. The deceased was on 
the ground, and the first defendant stood 
boside him, Tha second defendant cane 
running up, with 1 rake in his band and 
stamped several times on tho deciased, 
The firat and sucond defendants said ‘ You 
came on our ground, If we kill you we 
need only throw you on the hillside.’ 
They spoke in Hakka, but { could under 
stand: part of what they said. Then tho 
third aud-fourth defendants came ont from 
thoir house, etood a short distance from the 
door and called out ‘ Beat.” They were 60 
or 70 feet from the deceaued, and apoke in 
Hakka, I wont ,up to the deceased and 
carried him away towards some bamboo 
bushes, On the way 1 found ho was dead. 
Whon the first defendant was hitting de- 
.coased I caught bold of his arm ond told 
him not tv’ bent. I spoke in Ponti. Tho 
defendant gave him two blows end then 
desiated, ‘che dofondants made no-objec- 
tions to my enrrying away the deceased. 
They anid in Hukka ‘We want to givehim 
some more beating, and now he shams 
death.’ The first defendont used his 
fist only, and the second, defendant 
stamped on {tie deceased. The third and 
fourth defendants did not touch him, I 
reported the affair até Yaumati “Police 
Station. The deco»sed ond I were cousins 
and lived together.

NOTES FROM PEKING. 
- (From a,Correspordent, ) 

1 the ‘more former days,’ that i before 
the War ef 1858-1860, the city of Peking 
was regarded by almoit all foreignors, who 
know onithing about it, with a mixtare 
of curiosi y and awe. It was the centre 
of the great Empire which foreigners of all 
nationalities: had been struggling, for mare 
than three “hundred yents;.to penetrate, 
but’ which very fow had ver “explored, 
those few s'most exclusively diplomats or 
niissionaries. . The former -did not sa0 
mueh, and the latter, as a rule, did hot re- 
port much, though to this remark, there 
are a fow conspicuous exception. 

Tt isimot atrango that tho Chiness wlio 
came in contnet with foreigners, should 
havo invariably exaggerated the greatness 
and grandeur of’ their Cay ‘Tha 
unknown passes for the magnificent,’ and 
with sroudy credulity, many of tho Chi- 
neso Statements, wero absorbed by the 
foreignors to whom thoy wero cominunicat- 


-|ed,-and so paézed on into current litera- 


tare, where muuny: of then seem still to 
ramain, With the end of the war, all thia 
wap altored. So intelligent and discrimin- 
ating a historian ve Mr Justin McOarthy 
yomarks in his History of our oven Times, 
thyt perbaps one of the principal results 
of tho war of 1860 wasZthe discovery that 
Peking is by no menns so large a - city 
+s many of Us had supposed ! Now that 
this capital has been -ecupied by foreigners 
for neurly a third of a contury, one would 
suppose that everything of interest regard- 
ing it would long since havo beon 
found out, and have been communicated 
to tho world, But while desultory de- 
scriptions of special objecia and places 
have often bean published, it isa singular 
fact that no comprehensive account of Pe- 
king ond its people, their peculiarities and 
customs, has over been issued. Cunsider- 
jing the preat number of highly-intelligent 
westerners who habitually make Peking 
their ubode, and somo of whom would 
evam to find time hanging beavy on their 
hinda, this circumstance seews not only 
singular, but altogether inexplicable. But 
p:rhaps some tremendous tome may be at 
thie moment’ in courso of compilation, 
whieh ahall remedy all this, aud not only 
fill the cavity, but raise a mound upon its 
sito! ‘ 

There ie a small but steady stream of 
‘globe-trotters’ who take Peking in 
their route, though none of the Round. 
the-world-in-eighty-days vaticty can apure 
the timo. The greater purtion of thesa 
people, either go because thoy wish to be 
able to say that they have visited Peking, 
or they have a plan for eccuring curios. 
But the market has been so aiten swept 
clean by persons who have at their dispesal 
nolimited resources, and to rhom muney 
is- no object whatover, that there is pro- 
bably now no place in China, whore ‘it is 
less advisable to go for curios than Peking. 
During a recent visit, an American milhion- 
aire is said to have paid unheard-of and 
really colossal prices for articles of this.

A fow of those who visit Pekiny, are sin. 
cetely desirous of beholding such sights as 
‘avo theréto (i even, and of theeovisitors afew 
persevere to the bitter end, But to many, 
the disudyautages refered to in a former 
communication, such as dust, mud, preat 
distauces and bad roads, are altogether tao 
much for them, and many of them are ylad 
to get away without attempting anything 
in the way of sight-secing, Most people, 
whatever their enterprise, wil! sympathize 
with the verdicts of an Italian Count, who 
mado thie trip « faw years ago, and who 
condensed his expuriences into the preg- 
nant observation, ‘Suppose all expenses 
are paid, 1 to Peking nu more will go!’ 
We havo spoken of sight-sccing, for to 
tanny this is one of the great attractions of 
Pekiugs especially to those who have hved 
for many years in other parts of China, and 
who wish to compare the. coutre with the 
choumference. ~ 

It may interest such persons to be told 
that there ore only four objects within the 
city walls which it is worth their while to 
visit, and that of these fuur, two are in- 
wecessi bie, 7 

Twenty years ago, there was no difficulty 
in inspecting the grounds of the Templo of 
Beaven, undoubtedly the most charac- 
teristic structure in. the empire. Bat the 
privilege was often abuaed, eometimnes 
shamefully ao, and the laviah expenditure 
of many persons who had no knowledge of 
the proper way to deal with Aviatics, and 
no interest beyond the single visit which 
they wore to tnke, svon tended if nut to 
kill the goose with the golden evgs, at leait 
to stop the laying, Within a few years the 
finest of the many buildings connected with 
the Temple of Heuven, and the ove most 


frequently represented in cuts, ‘bus been 
destroyed, by what was called in the Pehing 
Gazette *lightuing,’ and until it in rebuilt, 
which will be oc one knaws when, that 
great landinark ig gone ; moreover it is 
gonerally hopelces to try to sce the grounds, 
nat to speak of the buildings. 

The great Lama Temple (Yung Ho Kang), 
is another spot, which weg onca easiliy ao 
cessible, but is mow closed, except to such 
adventurous spirita “as Mr Henry. Norman, 
whose oxtrsordinary accuunt of -his pro- 
ceedings thero must have impressed ‘avery 
discerning raader with that gentleman's 
total unfitinss to deal with the Chinese. 

The monks in this lamasary-are .a set of 
bullies, whu have been totg¥y depraved by 
the reckless waste’ of caskupon their tom-. 

le, which has indesd some notable sights, 

ut by no méans worthy of the trouble ta 
which the traveller myst naw be put, even 
were: thers yo. qctaal danger.

China, lasting till 1858, being, scconding to 
Dr Williams, the longest-lwed treaty on 
record. The-other spot is tha Roman 
Gatholic Cemotery outside the Pting Tas. 
Gute, which contains” the remains aod 
a vents of come of the ablest mon who 
ever sot foot on Chinese ‘suil, Rivoi, Schall, 
and Verbiost. 

Withia a radius of about ton miles from 
the cily of Peking there ara. few places 
well worth a visit. These ‘are the follow- 
ing, taken iv the order of their proximity. 
The Yellow Temple (Huang Seu), not far 
from the An Ting Gate, Here is to be soen 
what Mr J. Thompson justly termed ‘ the 
most remmkable und -perbaps the finoat 
monument in all China,’ a marble cenotaph 
erected over the robes and relies of the 
Banjin (or ‘fc sliu) Lama of Thibet. The 
elaborate cxiving represents scenes inthe 
life of the lama and displays» ski} in art 
of. which it ia. bard to expluin tha 
disappearance. This “‘pielate started 
or Peking in 1779, with an oscort 
of 1600 men, was met by the Emperor 
near the city of Si Ning in Kan- 
au, conducted to Peking with, great honor, 
and for several montha lodged‘in this tent~ 
plo, where he died ‘of ‘amuil-pox in 1780. 
The carving is therefore only abuut a hund- 
ted years old. A boautifulengraving of the 
monument is to he found in the last edition’ 
of Dr Williams’ Midile Kingdom, with tho 
sconunt of ita origin, juat quoted. Not far 
from the Yellow Temple is that containing 
the great Bell which. was cust in 1403, and 
covered in 1573 by a small, temple. Tis 
reizht is supposed.to bo 121,000 lbs., and 
it is said to be the largest suspended bell 
in tho world, and, gccording to Dr Wil- 
liame, ‘the most reifiarkable work of art 
nov in China.’ The Summer Palace (Yuan 
Ming Yuan), uot fur distant, is another 
of the places well worthy of a visit, 
but now wholly inccessible. Although 
eneloyed by a high wall, until within 
cumlparstively recent yeors, it was always 
proctienble to effect an entrance’by paying 
a feo to tho gnardians of the premises, who 
in trae Chinese style, pulled down the wall 
to an oxtent sufficient to admit the visitors, 
replacing the stones when the gueats hed 
departed, Now that the Emperor has 
come to the throne, all this is stopped, and 
it is reported that tho ruined buildicgs ere 
gradually to be replaced by new unes, ‘The 
opelosure is (or waa) a vast wilderness of 
beau‘y in ruins. The most conspicuous, 
objecta are the exquisite pagodas, which 
even the vandatiem of forgign troops 
spared, and the ruina of the Italian palaces, 
built for the emperors by the workmen im- 
ported by the Gatholic Fathers. ‘Twenty 
years ugo these ruins were in a condition to 


but in later years they seem to lave been 
pulled down, perhaps to use tho excellent 
limestone for Whilding elaewhere. The 
walls were built of huge blocks well dress- 
ed and skilfully laid, but the Chinsse su- 
Lorvisors evidently did not trust to auch 
materials only, for onch wall was piorced 
with large holes for the introduction of 
wooilen posts, to act as supports, just a if 
the building had been constructed of mud- 
dried tricks—a striking, if not a unique ox- 


sence of foreign innovations. : 

Beyond the ‘Round and Splendid Gar- 
dens’ (Yvan Ming Yuan), and at no great 
distance, isthe Moutitain of Ten Thousand 
Azes (Wan Shou Shan) which ws unco one 
of the moat picturesque spots in the em- 
pire, ‘and was for years with foreigners in 
the capital, a favorite plaeo for picoics, 
)Phemnsgnificert—oronzotens—whiel- a 
tho entrance aro among tho finest extant 
triumphs of Chinese artistic akill, and with- 
iv, the copper shrine, the marblo bridge, 
the mar hie boat, and the wonderful tein ple 
on che crest of the hill, mado fumiliar to 
all by its frequent representations in works 
of travel—a}l these were formerly accessible 
to uny one on payment of a moderate feo. 
Now, alas, they are all tabud, as are so 
mauy other gizhta ntout Peking. Tho 
Deer park toa, ig said to be closed at pre- 
sent, with all its protty views and lovely 
sbady glades avd *besky dells,’ Almost 
the ouly object retnaining really worlby of 
a visit, isthe Temple of tho Azure Cloud, 
a beautiful structure in a surpassingly 
besutiful situation, aud on the whole pere 
haps tho finest temple in the vighteon pro- 
vine's though that may seem a rash 
opinion, in view cf the limitation of the 
knowledge of any one traveller, “From tho 
summits of these Iudian-crowned dagabas, 
wonderful views are to be had, and no 
marvel ‘if the Chinese themselves wax ou- 
thusiastio over tho prospect. 

There sro many other temples of mure 
or less interest, such aa that of the Sleep- 
ing Buddha (Wo Fo Sou), and the Lion's 
Lair (Shih Tzu Wo), but none of them can 
comparo with the Azure Cloud temple, 

All of ‘these places thas far named, aro 
either to the north, north-west or the west, 
| In other directions there is very ‘little to 
reward the traveller's search, uuless he 
should be amost enthusiastic tourist, and 
should insist npon sodog the Imperial 
Potteries (which have, to bo sure, a certain 
interest), or other like points of difficult 
recess, such as the ancient cemeteries of 
| Princes situated under the leg of t! i 
' To the south of tho capits] ghero is 
a vast encloayse which looks likéu city in 
itself, known «mong the Chinese’ by, the 
strange title cf the ‘Southern Seu’ (Nan 
Hai-tzu). This great park, lying due 
svuth of the city, takes up a for larger 
space than al] Peking, being about. fifty 
miles in siroumferonco—aceording to tha 
Chinese forty li on each tin a great 
obstruction to trave 9/0 passace is 
allowed except to carta-from the neigh- 
birhood. This park ja not a plessuro 
ground, like the Yuan Ming. Yuan, or the 
Wau Shoa Shan, buy rather. great on- 
closure of farming land, much Jiko that ont- 
side the walls, It has a good-sized river 
flowing through it, and there aro many. vil- 
lages withi its emple area, tho villagers 
cultivating the land in crops which rosem- 
bla thoso ta be seen beyond its high walla, 
Withia the Park are-pena in which are kept 
specimens of. a strange kiid-of deor, called 
by the Chinese the * What;ia-it'? (Seu-pu- 
hsiang), At occusionabintervala there ara 
little gates, through which pass und repass 
the peasants who cultivate the land for thé 
Empé¥or, but should a foreigner approach

It in nat strange that. there 
ia deop-intereat attaching te the Emperar, 
who, though he did npt found the dynasty, | 
transforrod: tho scat of the power to the 
north, where it had been during tha days’ 
of the Mongols, Many of tho Chinas 
dynasties, seem to come and goon the 
poges of history for no porcoived: causes, 
and for that rosson-we fiud it impossible 
to get interested in them. This is mot tha 
case with the Mings, Theirs was a rovolt 
against a foreign and a despised rule, and 
the fact that tbe leader had been ouce a 
Buddhiat priest londs to history the glow 
of romance. The elder.son of Mung Wa, 
the first Emporor of the Mines, having 
died, the heir apparent wis the g¥andson 
of the Emperor, The: younger son of 
Huong Wu waa spirited and ambitious. 
There is w lozend that. the Emperor to 
test their mottle, put forth the following 
line of o couplet, to which both the son 


and the grandson wers to furnish a corres- 
ponding one. ‘ The life of His Majesty had 
been a tempestnous one, from his londly 
orphanhood to hia succeasful leadership of 
a vast hordo Gfinsurgenta who rose against 
the crumbling dynasty of the Mongol 
usurpers. Tt was the life of a man on a 
spirited steed at full speed,  Thoso 
then, wers. the words: ‘When the 
wind. blewa the horse’s tail, it shows 
a thousand  separato threads.’ To this 
sentiment tho graadsan- replied; ‘fhe 
tain beats tho sheep's wool into a maas of 
felt.’ His uncle reaponded.in a different 
key :_‘ When the sun irradiates the acaloa 
of a dragon, it resemoles a myriad points 
of gold.’ Nearly every detail in the -anti+ 
thesis contained in these two answers ia 
characteriatic—the rain beating on the felt. 
of a poor sheep contiaated with tho nun 
lighting up the horny acalea of a fierce 
Draguu! Asingle tangled mat of wot woul, 
opposed to ten thousand luminous sparks 
ofageld! From these dota alone, say the 
the Chinese, one might have foretold the 
destiny of the two lads. His fathor sent 
the sun to the North, that his prosonco 
tight not embarrass the now administra- 
tion, Itie popularly believed that Hung 
Ww allowed his son but a trifling force 
with which to venture on his Northward 
raid, but his eon was fully equal to tho 
emergency. Gathering his scanty retinue, 
he told them that they were to take a long 
and dangerous journey, and that those who 
wished to seo once more their friends and 
relatives, might sond for them, and have a 
short visit in the camp. . Fully appreciat- 
ing this kind thoughtfulness of their young 
commander each man invited all the friends 
he could think of, and when ‘all were 
gathered, the prince informod them that it 
was his intention to avail, himself of their 
assistance in his impeuding attack upon the 
Tartare, whether the visitora thirsted for 
the enterprise or not! ‘What can't be 
cured, must be endured,’ and this band of 
maraudera, a0. adroitly collected, marched 
to an eaay victory, Upon the whole joar- 
ney from Nanking to Peking, they found 
but’ ons city (a place called Mao Chou) 
which could hold out against them, and 
this city was captured, and taken to pioces 
briok by brick on the return of. the vic 
torious army, and the place is still koown 
by its‘ former name, although now only a 
market town, This march of the young 
prince. who styled himaolf * Princeof Yen’ 
(Yen Wang), was one of the most memor- 
able events in the history of modern Chinn. 
-givat-~plait—north-of-the—Yai 

was depopulated, literally a9 with tho benam 
of destruction. Tho ruin wrought is fresh 
in the minda of peasants to-duy, as if -they 
had themselves witnessed tha terrible waato 
of human life, which was only equallod by 
that of tho ‘fai Ping rebels. This expedi- 
tion is commonly known as ‘Yon Wang's 
aweeping the north, (Yeo Wang Sno Pei). 
Whon- he -took: the -now.-fnmous-title of 
Yung Lo, Yen Wang showed that he could 
do more than slaughter; hocouldruls. He 
caused importations of forced immigrants 
from Shanai, and from the eastern districta 
of Shantung, to replace those killed or dis- 
persed, ond everything in that part of Chinn 
Gates from titis invasion, and there are fow 
or no records existing of anything beyond, 

Yung Lo is the anthor of the code cf 
lawa, ‘ which, with sume wodificati.ns and 
additions, has ever since remained ag the 
basis of administration.’ His oncyclopedia, 
(deecribed in Wylie’s Notes on Chinese Li- 
terature), was made by a commission of 
scholars appointed ‘to collect in one body 
the substance of all the classical, historical, 
philosophical, and literary works hitherto 
published, embracing Astronomy, Googra- 
phy, the Oeoult Sciences, Medicine, Budd. 
hism, Tacism and the Arts,’ This work, 
executed by five chief, and twenty sub-di- 
rectors, with 2169 subordinates, contained 
in all -22,877 books, besides the Tablo of 
Contents, whish occupied sixty books more! 
It is this great Emperor. whose tomb is the 
object of so many pilgrimages, He made 
Peking his capital in 1403, almost five 
handrad years-ago, and nearly ‘a century 
before the voyage of the daring Genoese, 


I¢ is not the mere size of the ball in front of-}- 


this imperial tomb, though that building ia 
supposed to have the largest room in the 
empire, nor yet the massive pillars of teak 
whioh support it, nor the echo in the arched 
passage-to the mound ifself, nor any mate~ 
rial object which is to the discerning tra- 
veller the moet interesting subject of con- 
templation, ‘It is rather tho profonnd oon-~ 
‘viction that the Chinese race is after all at 
‘tne with other races in its otigia and histo- 
ry, a8 ie shown by the career of such great 
en as Yeu Wang. And it is also borne in 
upon og, that the Chinese are totally unlike 
other people in many characteristic particu- 
lars, For here ise tangible monument to 
the greatness of the former rulers of Ohinr, 
which is not only not destroyed, bat is ac- 
tually.kept.in order by the’ present reigning 
dynasty, with aoarcely tesa care than that 
which they. bestow: ‘upon the tombs of the 
Ch‘ings! “Memorials occasionally appear in 
the Peking Guzetss oalliog attention to some | 
bileged defacing of inscriptions, or. unlaw- 
ful’ ‘ontting of grass on this sacred 
soil, the -punishment for which ‘is 
very severe.
